How a Marrying Acter Fered i 
China: 


[3pricgfie'd Republican ] 


Marrsipg an actor in China is about the 
most dangerous indulgence possible to a 
young woman. Actors baven’t any social 
standing at all there; they and barbers are 
the only classes excluded from competiticn 
at literury examinations. Yet, when' Yang 
Yeh lio, a celebrated tragedian, woke an 
undying passion in the breast of a 
young woman of wealth, and in epite 
of warnings, the two would marry, the 
mother of tbe girl consented, for she feared 
her love-sick daughter would die, and with 
that sanctiof, it might have been expected 
that social ostracism would have been the 
worst consequence of the wedding, which 
was duly celebrated. But the che-hsijen 
(magistrat’) of Shanghai felt differently’ 
Yang Yel- in was accused of abduction, ar- 
rested and tortured, and his wife, who pro- 
tegted that there wasn’t apy abduction, was 
likewise prisoned and punished, though less 
severely. It wsaid that the Canton guild io 
Shanghai to which the young woman's 
amily belonged, gave 20,000 taels to 
the mougistrate to behead the actor 
whose alliance had disgraced them So 
far, however, the che-hsieo dared not gv, 
but what he might—and the might fur evil 
of a Chinese mandarinée great—he did. He 
ordered the wre ched Yang,i00 with a hes vy 
bainbvo on the ankle buaé—bad him strung 
up for twelve bourse by the thumbs, with tbe 
arms reversed and drawo up behind the vack « 
the effect being, of course, to s!rain and 
partly dislocate the shoulders, and he allowed 
to be fixed around hs neck an ingenious col- 
lar which presses on the apple of the throat 
and produces a constant sense Of choking a: d 
irritation, aggravated by the inevi:able 
cough. Ruwor ssys that Yapg was able to 
bribs his jailor witb £200 to free him from 
tbe last incumbrance; but certainly the first 
two punishments were enough for u arrying 
a hundsome girl on her own proposal The 
virl her-elf got 100 blows on the face with a 
leather strap, the effect of which is, of course, 
to reduce the féutnres temporarily to puip.

It is noea:y thing to write coberently 
wiih the moan of miserable starve.iogs con- 
stantly in One’a ears, Whenever I looked up 
from the paper, there stood or squatted be- 
fure me, outside the open door vf the teni, 
some half dozen forlora, hollow-eyed emuaci- 
ated women, begging for food to keep ihem 
from starving. If I called for the chuprassie 
to “move them on”—for to work within sight 
or hearing of them was impossible—they 
Went patiently away With the duil resigna- 
tion of fatalists. 

Kut no soonver were they gone than others 
came. Lean mothers came, and laid down 
little chiluren, that lay prone on the grage as 
if they were desd, tur they were tvo far 
gone io starvation to stand on their wasted 
little legs,and pruyed for a morsel of food 
lo save their jittie ones, Wretched oli 
women, shriveled and starved almust out of 
human semblance, tottered over the grass, to 
lull prostrate Outside the tent and pray for 
relief, while their gray hairs trailed among 
tne dust. The air was full of the «aut, 
monctonous howl in which relicf i3 craved 

Visiting the relief works, he states that 
after riding about a mile aod a balf we 
reacued an open fie!d on the side of the line 
of the road. 


A TERRIBLE GHASTLY 8PACTACLE. 

We rode on io silence up the avenue of 
tortare—if I may judge for myself, not dar- 
ing to look at eacu other for very shame’s 
sake.
